In sitch a
stereoty ped commounwenlth an this it
is physicaliy impossible for any up
start individual to hold hims 1f above
the station in lite to wlieh it has
pleased the community to eall him
The relation of ants with various
plants and other inscots have always
exoitod great attention; and on these
subjects Sie John Lubbock has col-
lected all the beat previous observa-
tions, which he corrects, confirms, or
completes by latar researches of his
own, After pointing out the numer-
ous contrivances by which plants gunrd
the honey in their flowers against the
depredations  of theiving ants, as
noted by Korner and others, he goes
on to deseribe such casea of alliances
butween trees and ant communitics as
that romarhed by Mr. Belt in o Cen-
tral American acacia, which produces
nectar mn glands on its
lenflets 1n order to entice
a small s ecies +«f roaming
ants—the latter in return protecting
the tree from the ravages of their leaf-
cutting congeners, Mr Moseley has
shown that certain tropical plants can-
not grow at all unleas infested bya
colony of ants, and in other cases the
insects are useful to their host by
killing off eaterpillars and similar de-
structive enemies, Then there are
the harvesting ants of Syria and India,
as woll as the still more curious agri-
cultural ants of Texas, which clear a
space of ground around their nest
from all weeds, and devote it exclu-
sively to the growth of a peculiar kind
of grags known as ant-rice, But the
relationa between these inscct commu-
nities and other animals are even
mors interesting than their relationy
with the world of planta, Bir John
Lnbboek quotes graphic accounts both
of the drivers and the blind foraging
ants, which he supplants by his own
vuluable observations upon  aphides.
It has long been known that ants keep
theee smail plant-lice as domestic ani-
male, milking them for the sake of
their honey-dew, which the aphides
express when carried by the antenni
of their masters, Our suthor, how-
ever, hus discovered that the provi-
dent little herdsmen actually coarry
the oggs of the aphides into their nests,
keep them there through the winter,
and pluce them out in the spring on
thoir proper food-plants, They also
guard their cattle at times by building
earthen cowsheds over their heads.
Diflerent species of ants keep difler
ent  aphidea—some  underground
and others on the wsurface; and
Bir John suggests that to these
differences of hubit their dietinelive
epecific colors may pernaps be due.
He even fancies he detects in an inter-
mediate spocies, preserved for us in
amber, the common ancestor of one
darker and one lighter modern kind.
The ants also keep several other do-
meatie animals, such as blind beetles,
somo of them, perbaps, as pets, but
ethers apparently for the suke of their
sgreeable exudations, The numerous
interesting facts on this subject, as al-
g0 on the question of slavery smong
ants, cannut be set down here even in
the briefost ebstraoct; readers must get
the book for themselves, and they will
find it teeming with scientific marvels
not unrelieved by  characteristic
touches of humor, from the first page
to the last, In the matter of relative
development Sir John Lubbook thinks
he can trace distinctions between more
civilizad and less civilized communi-
tie, answering respectively to the
hunting, the pastoral, and the agricul-
tural stages among mankind; while, as
regards plavery, he points cut a pro-
gremsive dogenerstiva  from  oeriain
war like races, which seem but recent-
ly to have scquired that bad habit,
down to degraded creatures which
have lost even the instinot of feeding
themselves, and'still more nbject kinda
which have fallen to the coudition of
niere parasites upon their former serfs
The most novel part of our author's
own researches is that which relates to
the intelligenecs, the sonss. perception,
snd the moral character n} his little
proteges, On the whole, formican

Our Growing Silk Inaustry,
Iron and steel Bullelin,

A report just issued by the Silk
agsociation of America, summing up
the statistica of the fiscal year ending
June 30, 1882, shows that the manu-
facture of silk goods has now attained
the highest point in its history in the
United States. The wvalue of the
goods made in the American factories
in the year just ended was ahout §26,-
000,000. This industry is peculiarly
subject to great fluctuations. In bad
times it will fall off one-half in s sin-
gle year. In good times it will ex-
pand rapidly; even in the faco of high
wages, During the sunny season of
businesa prospority following the re-
turn of gpecio payments it hus grown
year by year, and it has now reached
s dovelopment of which those who are
pushing its fortunes may well be
proud. The American makers have
tho satisfaction of knowing that they
have now doubled the product of the
very best year they ever had before
the panie of 1873, The fact is the
more gratifyfog because it is attended
with the circumstance that the gain in
the importation of foreign silk goods
by foreign makers since the year last
reforred to is almost nothing, and that
the importations of many lives of
goods 18 now being rapidly cut down,

1t is the opinion of prominent mem-
bers of the Bilk aswociution that Eu-
rope ean nover compete with Asinin
the production of raw silk. There
appears to be one insuperable objee-
uon, the same which renders it so
difficult to earry on the raising of raw
silk in America as & regular industry,
It is the cheapness and excellence of
labor in  Asia. Banerott speaks of
“the superiority of labor" and the
“redundant populstion” required for
the culture of mik, and these condi-
tions exist nowhere as they do iu
Chinn and Japan, Even in Italy the
silk-raisers cannot hold their own
syainst two countries whore wages aro
twelve cents & day. Asia is 1horefore
the source of princpal supply.

The raising of raw silk in the Uni-
ted Htates has not reachied tho stature
of a regular industry, An attempt
wis made by the census authoritiea to
learn the exact amount of tho matorial
produced in one year, the silk trade
being desirous of knowing the iscts,
It was found thet the expenses would
exceed the value of theresult. Enough
was learned, however, to show that
the raising of raw silk in this country
is atill in & purely elementary stage,
although it culture has buen going on
in s smull way, here and there, for
more than 160 years. Long before the
revolution dresses wero rde from
Awericsn raw mlk, Mra, Pinckney
touk to Europe withi her from Charles-
ton enough of the materinl whioh she
had raised and spun herself to make
three dresses, one for the Empress
Dowager of Wales, one which was
presonted to Lord Cheaterficld, aud
one which she retained for her-
self. Many coats and dresson were
wade in Uonneeticut and elsewhere
eplonial days feom Awerican rmw silk,
Nutionnl Higs were woven with it in
1830, There huve beou s grost many
interesting  experiments, and, not
meny years ugo, there was much ex-
citement 1 Californis 1o regard to the
subject, The largest product waain
1841, when it reached 30,000 pounds,
There haa Intely boen s revival of
interest in silk cultureat Philadelphia,
attended with the formation of & lit-
tle soviely haviog the welfare of the
idea ut heart, The totul product at
preseut is about 1,000 pounds s year

with small quantities in Pennaylvania,
New Jersey, Californin and a fow
Otherstates; a very small roanld when
it is considersd that in 1870 there
wore 1 000,000 muolberty tr.es in Cal
farni alone, planted eapecially for
silk raising.§

tained. His process consisted in the
troatment of aron and steel in an ox-
ternally heated chambor to an atmos.
phoro of superhosted steam, Me,
George Bower and hin son, Mr, A, B,
Bower, simplified this method of
treatment by using internally hoated
chambers or ovena and using air heated
to o high temperature in tho plaee of
stoam. By a combination of the two
progesses there reaulted the present
one, which hns been prosecuted in
Euarope for two years with tho most
complete succoss  The iron articles
which it is designed to mnke rustloss
are placed in o fire-brick chambor
Conunected with the chamber iy a
sories of gas producers,  The pas, ns
produvesd, 18 led wlong passsges and
mixed with wir in a highly heatod
condition and consumoed—the product
being earbonie aetd.  Thia and namall
quantity of free air vnter the cham

of the iron. Over this thero is,
however, o thin conting  of
the sesqui-oxide of iron, or rust,

This process of oxidation occupics
about a half hour. At its conclusion
the air is shut off’ and earbonie oxide
admitted to the chamber, the result
being that the coating of rust is con-
verted into m  magnetic oxide, This
deoxidizing process consumes o quar-
ter of an hour, aud the repetition of
the processes produces a coating of
any desired thickness. The reason
why this process is so much suporior
to any process of galvanization, enam-
eling, or auy other plan yet devised
liea in the fact that the coating is not
a scals, but is virtually made a portion
of the substance treated. A mingular
fact in connection with the process is
that a portion of rusted Iron can be
thruat into & chambor, subjected to
tho treatment, and be at ones con-
verted into a ruatless bitof iron. Ifa
chalk-mark be mude on a bit of iron
subjected to this treatment, or if any
of the sand from the foundry clings to
the materinl, it makes no difference
in the success of the oxidation, ns the
process goes on undernonth these for-
cign substances as effectuallyas though
the iron wore perfectly cloan.

After trestment in this way the iron
wowes from the chambers of o French
gray color with shades deepening to
black. It can then be bronssd, gilded,
or silvered, and paint applied will re-
main o it in the same way that it
does on wood or stone without flaking
off, as it does from iron that does not
have the magnetic oxida coating. The
discovery is pronounced by the iron
men, engineers, and plumbers of the
old world aeg ono that wlil create a
complete revolution in the iron busi-
ness, as ivon of all kinds for archi-
teetural  purposes, iron  household
utensils, gaa, stenm, end water pipes
can bo thus treated, and all danger of
their failing ol their designed pur.
poscs by reason of rust can be re-
moved. The process is soon to be in-
troduced into this country, and its
adoption here would seem to by slmost
an absolute certainty, as several large
manufacturers in this aud other cities
have applied to the English patentoes
for the right to use the process. The
proceas wus brought to thiscountry by
Prof. George W, Maynard, the metal-
Inrgical engineer, of thia city, who
haa iuvestigated the process in Kn-
land.
